“FOR POLICE PROBE. 


John D., Jr., Puts Up $30,000 to Get 
the Truth About Graft 
Charges. 


New York, December 21.—John D. 
Rockefeller, Jr., has given $20,000, it 
was announced tonight, for a _ sys- 
tematic investigation into the admin- 
istrative organization of the New York 
police department, with an offer vf 
$10,000 additional, if it is needed. Mr. 
Rockefeller’s money is being used tn 
paying experts, fourteen of whom have 
been at work since December 9 on an 
investigation. Mr, Rockefeller’s dona- 
tion was prompted, it is said, through 
his interest in social conditions ever 
since he was foreman of a grand jury 
which investigated the white slave 
traffic. 

Henry Bruere, director of the Bureau 
of Municipal Research, under whose 
direction the investigation its being 
conducted, made this statement con- 
cerning Mr. Rockefeller’s contribution: 

“We are making a study for the 
first time in this country of the way. 
a police department works. We are 
not creeping around: we are not seeK- 
ing evidence of graft nor of the fail- 
ure of the department to cope with 
vice and crime—if it does at all Ws 
want to find out how the machine 
works. It was for this purpose that 
Mr. Rockefeller made his grant, and 
he made it because of the constructive 
interest he has had in such things 
since he was chairman of the white 
slave grand jury.”

ATLANTA’S NEW 


EST HOTEL ~ 


NOW NEARING COMPLETION 
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it appears today. 


hotel, at the southwest 
corner Of Forsyth and James streets, 
which is not only Atlanta’s newest 
hotel, but one of the handsomest in 
the southern states, is now rapidly 
nearing completion. Already the 
framework of the structure towers 
above its neighbors, and the exterior 
walls. will soon be up. 

About this hotel there are a number 
interesting features of which the

public generally is not aware. 
stance, the frame construction is of 
reinforced concrete, and is fifteen 
stories high, including the basement, 
which makes it the tallest reinforced 
concrete building in the southern 
states, and one of the tallest ever built. 
Also it is absolutely fireproof. The 
columns, floors and all stairways were 
poured together, and the entire fifteen 
stories of the building tied together 
with concrete and twisted steel bars. 

The concrete work was done by the 
Southern Ferro Construction company, 
of Atlanta, and has attracted a great 
deal of attention. A number of archi- 
tects and engineers have visited At- 
lanta to see the structure since it was 
finished, and a full description of the 
building has been written, and is ap- 
pearing in a number of engineering 
journals. 

Granite Used for Base. 

On the James and Forsyth street 
frontages granite from Stone Mountain 
is being used for the base, gray terra 
cotta for four stories, and gray brick 
for the remainder; the round-top upper 
windows being highly ornamented with 
colored terra cotta. When the building 
is finished it will be one of the most 
beautifully exterior decorated hotels in 
the United States. At the present time 
the granite base has been placed in 
position, four stories of the gray press- 
ed brick have been laid with flush 
joint, and all of the hard brick has 
been laid on the other parts of the 
building, including the court walls. In 
two or three days the parapet walls 
on top of the building, not including 
the Forsyth and James streets sides, 
will be finished. In the interior of 
the building much of the plumbing 
and heatime have been tested out, 
about three-fourths of the inside par- 
titions have been put in position, and 
the plasterers are also at work. 

A special study has been made of the 
ventilating system, which consists of 
vent shafts, and .on top of each vent 
shaft is placed a powerful fan, which 
draws the air out of the rooms and 
keeps them perfectly ventilated. The 
draft will be so strong that a match 
placed in one of these shafts would be 
rapidly sucked to the top of the house 
and on to the roof. All of the air, 
drawn into the building by powerful 
fans, is forced through water and 
washed, cold water being used in the 
summer and warm water in the win- 
ter. 

Rathskeller in Basement. 

In the basement of the Hotel Ansley 
will be located a large rathsKeller, 
which will seat about 300 people and 
will be the only rathskKeller in Geor- 
gia and one of the most beautiful and 
hi@hly decorated in the country. T .e 
floor will be English-Welsh tile, the 
walls of Engthish tapestry. brick and 
the ceilings diamond-shaped between 
the columns and highly decorated. 
Above the wainscoting will be the coat 
of arms of the leading colleges of 
Georgia and the south painted on 
tapestry. The furniture of the rath- 
skeller wil be uniquely arranged in 
the room so that parties from two to 
twenty-five people may get into cozy 
corners and nooks, and while they are 
in a public place, they will have a 
certain degree of privacy. 

Architecture Is Italian. 

The ceiling of the cafe, or main din- 
ing room, located on the first floor, is 
30 feet high. The style of architec- 
ture of this room is purely Italian. 
The room contains eight columns 30 
feet high, the top of each column be- 
ing decorated with relief work, show- 


rated in their natural color. At 
center of each column and 15 feet from 
the floor these columns will be deco- 
rated with the head of Ceres. the god 
of plenty. On the upper walls of the 
dining room will be magnificent 
paintings, all of them being [Italian 
scenes, among them being the gardens 
of the pontiff in Rome. These paint- 
ings are being made in Italy Dy the 
firm of Leber Broes., celebrated paint- 
ers and mura] decorators. 

The lobby will contain many beauti- 
ful paintings on tapestry. As one en- 
ters the lobby from Forsyth street, the 
first thing to greet the eye will be 
three immense paintings, with life-size 
heroic figures, over the cafe doors, rep- 
resenting three distinctive eras in 
Georgia history—for instance, the first 
scene being the landing of Oglethorpe 
in Savannah, and the treaty with the 
Indians. The artist has endeavored to 
make these paintings historically cor- 
rect. This painting shows Oglethorpe 
in conference with the Indians. 
accompanied by his’ secretary, Sir 
James Houston, and two interpreters, 
besides other members of his party. 
Sir James Houston has a number of 
relatives living in Georgia, among 
them being the Harpers and Hamiltons, 
of Rome, Ga. Hovston R. Harper, man- 
-ager of the Hotel Patten of Chatta- 
neoga, Tenn. is named for Sir James

Advent of John Wesley. 

The next picture might be called the 
religious era in Georgia, and repre- 
sents the advent or John Wesley, the 
founder of Methodism, teaching and 
preaching to the Indians under the oak 
trees in Liberty county. Another his- 
torical painting in the lobby will be 
one of Governor Jackson publicly burn- 
ing the Yazoo fraud papers with a sun 
glass, and exclaiming at the same time 
that the fires from heaven were being 
used in extinguishing the great 
iniquity. 

The lobby contains a mezzanine floor 
or balcony running around three sides 
of it, which is especially designed for 
the use of. the ladies and other guests 
of the hotel, who may see and not be 
seen, if they so desire. The panels un- 
der the mezzanine floor will contain 
paintings on tapestry from local At- 
lanta scenes.

‘‘Soap-Box ae in the 
outh. 


(From ‘‘The Direct Primary: Promise and Per- 
formance,’” by Arthur Wallace Dunn, in The 
American Review of Reviewe for October.) 
Much has been gaid about ‘‘soap-box  pri- 

maries.’’ The term as applied to northern 

states where the efort has been to secure g°01 
primary laws, was not apt. But ‘‘soap-box 
primaries’’ were extensively held in sou:hern 
states for the purpcese of electing delegates to 

'the republican national convention. The contests 

i showed that in many cases the primaries to 

elect delegates in a county to the state and 

congressional district conventions were simply 
mass meetings, held in small halls which could 
not acconimodate the crowds, in public equares 
of towns, and even in the streets. In these 
mass meetings the crowds were asked to divide 
or separate themeelves into Taft and Roosevelt 
groups. Tellers, appointed by the person who 
was chairman of the committee, would go down 
the lines and attempt to count the men in the 
diferent groups. No one could tell who were 
voters, or whether the same men were coun'ei 
once or twice. 
that men from adjoining states, if, near the bor- 

'der, participated in these mass conventione or 

county conventicns. Out of such ‘“<oap-box pri- 

maries’’ grew many of the contésts which were 
| presented to the national convention. These 
mass meetings could not be representative. It 
was inevitable that the city in which such meet- 
ings were held would furnie¢h the bulk of the 
attendance, while remote gections of the county 
would have little voice in the selection of dele- 
gates.

yet plain how the ‘‘soap-box pri- 
mary,’' or its equivalent—-the packed conven- 
tion—can be avoided in republican pol.tics in 
southern states. This is particularly true if the 
present baéis of representation ise maintained and 
states whith cast very few republican votes are 
permitted to enjoy representation equal to those 
where there is a large republican majority.

MURDER TRUST 
IS SUSPECTED 
Paris Police Seem to Have Dis- 


covered a Well-Organized 
Band of Murderers. 


Paris, December 21.—The Parig po- 
lice Seem to have discovered a connec- 
tion between the blackmailing threats 
mailed to President-elect Wilson 
the terrible Chardon murder mystery, 
which has absorbed the morbid inter- 
est of Parisians and French people 
generally for several weeks. It is the 
theory of the head of the Surete that 
a murder trust is at work, blackmail- 
ing the rich and distinguished and 
dealing out death where life ransom is 
not forthcoming. The headquarters of 
this terrtble organization is believed 
to be in ondon, but the moer active 
branches are :ocated in Paris and New 
York. A notorious French “swell 
mobsman,” a sort of Arsene Lupin in 
the flesh, is mentioned as the head of 
the international murder trust. 

The.Chardon mystery: is no nearer 
solution than it was two weeks ago, 
when on tne railway line between the 
stations of Arc-et-Senans and Nouch- 
ard, some distance beyond Dijon, was 
found, terribly mutilated by a passing 
train, the dead body of Edmond Char- 
don, a well-known art pwblisher of 
Paris. Near the body were picked up 
an empty purse,~a blood-stained 50- 
france note, and a bunch of Keys; but 
neither pocketbook nor watch. Sir- 
sumstances point to a crime rather 
than suicide. M. Chardon was young, 
healthy and rich. On the day before 
is death he appeared at the office in 
the morning, and only left it at 7 
o'clock. He said nothing of a projected 
absence to his partner, M. Picard, al- 
though he must have gone straight 
from the establishment of the Rue 
Oberkampf to the Gare de yOn. 

What was the meaning of this mys- 
terious journey, made by a man who 
seldom quitted Paris even for a day? 
That is a question which his partner 
cannot answer. Madame Chardon, 
nowever, has made a statement to 
which the police attach the utmost 
importance. Her husband, some eight 
days before his disappearance and 
death, came to his wife’s room and 
asked her to telephone to his office 
that he would be unable to come that 
lay. He seemed anxious and preoccu-

7 his wife’s question as to whether 
he was ill he repHed: “No, but I am 
terribly worried. People are trying to 
blackraaill me tI 
leave Paris soon.” He never referred 
to the subject again, and next day 
seemed to have recovered his usual 
spirits. On s information the police 
base the provisional theory that emis- 
saries of the murder trust and given M.

Judge in Discharging Jury 
States That Justice Hasn’t

Buffalo, N. Y., Deeember 21.—After 
twenty-six hours’ deliberation, the jury 
in the case of J. Frank Hickey, on 
trial for the murder of 7-year-old 
Joseph Joseph, of Lackawanna, October 
12, 1911, today brought in a verdict of 
murder in the second degree. 

Thirteen ballots were taken to de- 
cide Hickey’s fate. Twelve resulted, 
according to the jurors, in a vote of 
nine for conviction and three for not 
guilty on the ground of insanity. The 
thirteenth and last ballot was taken 
at 3:30 o’clock this afternoon, after 
the jury had reported to the court in 
the morning that they could not agree. 
Justice Brown at that time declined to 
discharge them, and directed them to 
make another effort to reach a verdict. 

At Hickey’s request, the imposition 
of @ntence was deferred until Monday. 
The penalty is not less than twenty 
years at hard labor in state’s prison. 

Judge Brown, in discharging the 
jury, sald it was “extremely to he re- 
gretted that justice could not be done 
the defendant. The people and the 
court do not feel satisfied with, this re- 
sult. For those of you who have ear- 
nestly endeavored to procure a differ- 
ent result, the court desires to extend 
to you its sincere thanks for your ef- 
forts to render justice.”

MRS. SCHROEDER 
WINS REQUISITION 


Georgia Demands Return of 
Savannah Man From 
Reno. 


Governor Brown, on Saturday morn- 
ing, issued the requisition for the re- 
turn of John Henry Schroeder, former- 
ly of Savannah, to Georgia from Reno, 
Nev., where he is suing his wife, Mrs. 
Anna A. Schroeder, for divorce. 

In a hearing before Governor Brown

The present requisi- 
tion is issued in Neu of the former 
one to comply with the laws of the 
western state. Deputy McKay, of Sa- 
vannah, was appointed as agent to 
bring Schroeder back to Georgia. He 
is now in Reno.

Appeals for aid in fighting the dis- 
ease tonight Were sent to both Gov- 
ernor Brown, of Georgia, at his home 
in Marietta, and to the secretary of 
the state board of health. The gov- 
ernor jas been asked to file formal 
pet’ mm by telegraph with the United 
stl health authorities for help in 
fil ang the epidemic. 

Midville’s population is between six 
and seven hundred people. 

People in Panic. 

Details of the epidemic panic in Miid- 
ville were developed by long-distance 
telephonic communication this morn- 
ing. | 

An epidemic of cerebro-spinal 
meningitis, such as this section of the 
south has never. before. known, is 
sweeping the anette pannel of Burke 
county, over the community of which 
Midville is a part, and repeated pleas 
to the state board of health have 
failed to bring aid.

Princeton, N. J., December 21.—After 
a day of lengthy conferences in Tren- 
ton, the most important of which was 
with W. J. Bryan, President-elect 


! Woodrow Wilson returned tonight to 


his home here, tired and ready for a 
rest. So far as shedding light on the 
gossip as to Mr. Bryan’s future rela- 
tions with the administration, the 
conference between the two men t0o- 
day was productive of nothing more 
than speculation. 

Mr. Wilson said very frankly that 
while he had talked about men for 
his cabinet with Mr. Bryan, the name 
of the Nebraskan was not mentioned. 
As to future conferences with Mr. 
Bryan, none was talked of or are 
ranged, Mr. Wilson said. 

Warning to Officeseckers. 

While tonight discussing the subject 
of patronage the president-elect made 
it “evident that those who expect to 
got political appointments from him 
had better not try to manifest their 
ambition in person\or apply directly 
to him in any way. 

“T have a sort of general principle,” 
he said, “that those who apply for 
office will be the least likely to get 
them.” 

“Then a great number have been 
disqualified already,” he was asked. 

“Yes,” was the smiling reply. 

The question reminded the presi- 
dent-elett of a letter he had received 
from an officeseeker. 

“One man wrote me,” related Mr. 
Wilson, “saying he was thinking of 
applying and would like to know from 
me personally what was the best way 
to go about it.” 

“There was no’ reply,” he said. He 
added that he, of course, expected to 
take advice about patronage and 
would be guided in a great many ap- 
pointments by the’ recommendations of 
members of congress. 

‘The summoning of Mr. Bryan to 
discuss legislative policies and the per- 
sonnel of the cabinet was, the presi- 
dent-elect indicated, one of a 
series of steps which he is taking to 
determine upon the fitness of indi- 
viduals for the cabinet. 

To Be Best Listener. 

Mr. Wilson tintends, moreover, to 
carry out literally his plan of being 
the “best listener in the United States,” 
and expecis to continue to take “com- 
mon counsel” for some time, perhaps as 
late as March 1, before making final 
decisions or announcements, 

In view of Mr. Bryan's connection 
with the drafting of the democratig 
platform, the conference .concerned 
largely plans for carrying out platform 
pledges. 

The governor was asked if Mr, Bryan 
seemed to be in favor of any prece-. 
dence’ in the order of legislation. 

“We went over the platform in a 
general way,” replied the governor, 
“with no special emphasis on one plank 
more than another.” 

Mr. Wilson was told tonight that 
Mr. Bryan had said, just before his 
departure, that he planned ‘to attend 
the inauguration, “if the weather is 
fine.” 

“I hope he'll attend the inaugura- 
tion, and I hope the weather will be 
fine, too,” said Mr: Wilson approvingly.

The conference lasted for three hours 
and a half, and then President-elect 
Wilson announced that the name of 
the Nebraskan had not been mentioned 
in their discussion of cabinet places.

Waynesboro Quarantines. 

Waynesboro, Ge, December 21-—~ 
(Special.)—Reports from Midville, 25 
miles distant from Waynesboro, show 
an epidemic of ceredro-spinal menin- 
gitis to be raging about 4 miles from 
that place.

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WARSHIP. BEARS 


CORPSE OF REID 


Remains -of Late Ambassador 
Staried on Last Journey, 


Highest Military and Naval Honors 
Paid by Government of 
‘ Great Britain. 


London, December 21.—The body of 
the late American ambassador, White- 
law Reid, was started on its journey 
to the Uniteq States today ang the 
highest military honors were paid to it 
as it left London. 

The coffin was placed on a gun car- 
riage drawn by six horses and driven 
by men of the Royal Horse artillery. 
The Stars and Stripes was spread over 
the casket. Eight non-commissioned 
officers, acting as bearers, walked at 
each side. 

As the procession started from Dor- 
chester house on its way to Victoria 
station it was led by a squadron of the 
horse guards in bright breastplates, 
helmets with long plumes and great 
scarlet cloaks enveloping horse and 
man. The band of the Scots Guards 
followed, ang behind them came the 
pipers of the regiment, who alternated 
with the other musicians in playing 
dirges. 

Then came the casket, which was 
followed by a battalion of Scotg Guards 
wearing the bear-skin headdresses and 
carrying their rifles reversed. 

At the same time a battery of horse 
artillery stationed on the parade 
groung in St. James park fired a salute 
of nineteen guns. 

The route of the procession was kept 
clear by lines of mounteg police. 

Just One Mourner. 

The only mourner who accompanied 
the coffin was Corporal Donovan, a 
British army pensioner from Chelsea 
hospital, who had been in Whitelaw 
Reid's service. eHe marched directly 
behind the coffin. 

A guard of honor, drawn up inside 
Victoria station, presented arms ag the 
coffin was Lrought in. 

Gathered inside the depot were Major 
General Sir Alfred E. Codrington, the 
@mmander of the’ London district, with 
his staff: the members of the American 
embassy and consulate general, six 
aged civil war veterans bearing flags, 
Ogden Mills Reid, John Ward, the Earl 
of Granarg ang a group of prominent 
American residents. All stood 
ered’ while the coffin was placed on 
the *catafalque in the purple-draped 
car of the special train. 

The band of the Scots Guards plaved 
“Abide With Me,” and, as the train 
drew out of the station, the guard of 
honor presented arms and the pipers 
pl sd “The Flowers of the Forest,” a 
moVing Hizhland dirge. 

The staffs of the American embassy 
and consulate general traveled on the 
same train to Portsmouth, where the 
coffin was placed on board the 
British armored eruiser Natal, which is 
to take it to New York. 

Mrs. Whitelaw Reid, Ogden Mills 
Reid and his wife departed today 
at noon on the boat-train for Liverpool, 
where they embarked on board the 
Carmania for New York.

BY LOCKER CLUBS 


Georgia Athletic, Bees, Mystic 
Ark and Southern 
Close. 


Christmas will be horribly dry for 
members of the four locker clubs 
which have lost every fight they: have 
made in the courts so far to force the 
city council to give them permits. The 
Georgia Athletic club, the Southern 
club, the Order of Bees and the 
Knights of the Mystic Ark closed their 
doors at noon yesterday, giving up the 
fight for the present. 

Having exhausted legal methods 
front the state courts to the federal 
court, the clubs’ attorneys state that 
are now “awaiting develop- 
ments,” and this is taken to mean that 
they will wait until after the first of 
year and then make formal ap- 
plication for permits from the new ad- 
ministration in city affairs which 
James G. Woodward will head as 
mayor. 

The closing took place after Attor- 
heys Gober & Jackson, representing 
the Knights of the Mystic Ark, had 
failed to get the United States court 
to grant an injunction restraining the 
city authorities from proceeding to 
close them up. 

The action of council was taken last 
fall and the permits were refused to 
these four clubs on the grounds that 
they were not bona fide locker clubs. 
Judge J, T. Pendleton, of the Fulton 
superior court, granted a temporary 
injunction in al] four cases, and at the 
hearing last week denied a permanent 
injunction. He also refused a ‘“super- 
cedeas” which would have allowed the 
clubs to operate until the supreme 
court passed upon their case. When 
this was done the clufs asked for and 
received an order dismissing’ their 
cases and the next step was that taken 
Saturday by the Knights when Judge 
W. T. Newman, of the United States 
district court, refused an injunction, 
but stated that he would listen to 
argument on a formal bill filed.

BY YOUNG SLAYER 


Officials Don’t Know What to 
Do With Seven-Year-Old 
Frank Wilson. 


What to do with 77-year-old Frank 
Wilson, confessed slayer of his play- 
mate, Elmonte Herndon, is a ques- 
tion that is puzzling Superior Court 
Judge John T. Pendleton and W. W. 
Tindall, chief offiical of the children’s 
court. Standing on a chair yesterday 
in order that his head, covered with 
a shock of red hair, might be on a 
level with the bar of justice, Frank 
faced Judge Pendleton in the chil- 
dren’s court. 

Neighbors of C. M. Herndon, of 
Carey Station, father of the murdered 
boy, tried to prove that the slayer had 
committed the act deliberately and 
they declared that he had threatened 
the life of other children. They said 


brain of the Herndon child had been 
promised to other tots in the neigh- 
borhood in the boastful language of a 
boy who, they declare, was an habitual 
user of tobacco in nearly all its forms. 
Declare Lad Mentally Unsound. 


That the lad was mentally unsound 
was the declaration of others, and 
Judge Pendleton suspended the case 
and ordered that Dr. Hansell Cren- 
shaw examine the child. The physi- 
cian reported later to Mr. Tindal] that 
Frank was an exceptionally bright 
child for his age, but that there ap- 
peared the possibility that he was 
suffering from congenital blood pois- 
oning. 

Where the lad’s parents are no one 
appears to know. He has been living 
for the past three years with his aunt, 
Mrs. Laura Wilson, who works for an 
Atlanta firm. She took the boy from 
its mother and has been supporting 
him. 

The idea that Officer Tindall has of 
the case is that the boy’s mind is dis- 
torted and that at present he has no 
real idea of the seriousness of his act 
and that he is almost ruined by the 
publicity caused by the deed, which 
was said at the time to have been the 
result of a childish game when the 
two lads were “playing policemen.” 

The child is too young to be amen- 
able to the law for his act, even if it 
did prove to have been deliberate, and 
when Judge Pendleton takes up the 
case again Monday it is believed that 
he will try to make provision to get 
Some one other than the boy’s aunt to 
care for him. 

Much Bttterness Shown. 

Nearly all the inhabitants of the 
little suburb on the river line appear- 
ed in court at the hearing and there 
was much bitterness shown by those 
taking different sides. None of them 
had seen the killing. The only eye- 
witness was a little 4-year-old girl, 
whose age prevented her giving testi- 
mony. 

Will and Vivian Arnold, two chil- 
dren who were nearby, Were called to 
testify, but their mother, Mrs. Jennie 
Arnold, refused to let them take an 
oath on the grounds that it was 
against her religious principles. 

‘The Bible says ‘Thou shalt not take 
an oath,’” quoted the woman to Judge 
Pendleton, “and my children cannot 
violate its laws.” 

Then Mrs. Arnold began circulating 
religious tracts around the courtroom.

Britain to an international court of ar- 
bitration, declared Representative 
Mann, of Tilinois, floor leader of the 
house, in an address tonight at the 
banquet which brought to a close the 
conference here of the American So- 
clety for the Judicial Settlement of In- 
ternational Disputes.

The question was submitted to a fair 
jury here, the congress of the United 
States, said Mr. Mann, and this country 
has spoken upon a question which Is 
as much her internal affair as any 
that could arise.

Business Makes for Peace. 

Business is the great social power 
which will do more than any other 
factor in bringing about the establish- 
ment of international peace, was the 
opinion expressed by Oscar F. Hershey, 
of Baltimore. He argued that big in- 
ternational business concerns face 
problems as great as any that face the 
advocates of international peace. 

“Business is developing a spirit 
throughout the world,” declared he, 


of settling its problems without war.” 

Mr. Hershey declared that the prac- 
tical business man was inclined to 
look with more or less skepticism on 
peace societies and on the work which 
such bodies as the American Society 
for the judicial settlement of interna- 
tional disputes was trying to do. The 
reason for this, he said, was because 
war still continued. But the business 
man, he added, could and should be 
reached. If the peace societies are 
to succeed, he said, they must appeal 
to the business man, the dominating 
social force of the world today. Busi- 
ness acts with directness, he asserted, 
and this is one of the things needed 
in the international peace work. 

Bound by the Treaty. 

William B. Hornblower, of New 
York, expressed the opinion that the 
United States was literally bound by 
the terms of the Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty to submit to arbitration the 
question of tolls on American coast- 
wise shipping through the Panama 
canal.

MEXICO DEFIANT 
T0 UNITED STATES 


For That Reason Stern Warning 
Is Prepared 


The American: Warning May Not Be 
Presented Until After the 
Holidays. 


Washington, December 21.—Presenta- 
tion of the state department’s rejoinder 
to the Mexican reply to Secretary 
Knox's note of last September demand- 
ing protection for American interests 
in Mexico may not take place until 
after the holidays. 

Secretary Knox ts leaving Washing- 
ton today for his home at Valley Forge, 
to be absent until early in January, 
and the intervening time before he re- 
turns probably will be utilized in the 
careful preparation of the American 
note which in a way is likely to be of 
historic importance as marking a dis- 
tinct crisis in the relations between | 
the two couagtries. 

Officials disclaim that the’note will 
be an “ultimatum,” attaching to that 
word its technical meaning of a de- 
mand which must be completely met 
by a specified date. 

But that the forthcoming note, while 
moderate in terms and dignified in 
character, will deal with the issues 
between America and Mexico tn the 
firmest and most uncompromising spirit 
is fully expected. 

Mexico’s Tone Defiant. 

At the same time Mr. Knox still has 
the subject under immediate consider- 
ation, and the final determination as to 
when the note shall be dispatched will 
not be known before hig actual depart- 
ure. 

The administration has been brought 
to this attitude by the unexpectedly de- 
fiant tone of the Mexican reply to Sec- 
retary Knox’s September note. The 
secretary had earnestly requested the 
Mexican government to take measures 
to protect American interests, lives an. 
property in Mexico, and had adduced 
a long list of instances where those in- 
terests had suffered enormously. 

To the surprise of the state depart- 
ment, the Mexican reply was full of 
resentment of the secretary’s sugges- 
tion, and even went to the point of 
impugning the accuracy of the state- 
ment of alleged facts contained in the 


ae a 


secretary's note, It was said that many 
of the Americans who complained of 
mistreatment were themselves to 
blame, having secretly participated in 
the rebellion, and it was practically 
intimated that the entire Orozco up- 
rising would have been impossible ex- 
cept for American support. 
Uncomp ising Spirit. 

It was this uncompromising spirit in 
the Mexican reply: that brought the 
administration to the conviction that 
it was due to the dignity of this gov- 
ernment that a further presentation be 
made to the Mexican government, 
couched in such language as to place 
the statements beyond controversy, and 
to oblige the Madero government to 
meet the just complaints of the United 
States in a proper gpirit. 

Reports of continued disorder and 
turmoil throughout Mexico continue to 
pour into the state department. 

The strike situation at the American 
mine at Cananea, Sonora, has not im- 
proved, but conditions have grown 
}worse. There appears to be no pro- 
tection of life and property in Du- 
rango state. Americans have been 
warned to come into Durango city for 
protection. 

On Thursday night five banditti at- 
tacked Santa Isabel ranch, owned by 
an American negro colony, twenty-five 
miles from Durango. Two men were 
beaten and two women were attacked. 

The governor of the province has 
promised to send mounted police. in 
pursuit of the marauders. 

During the day it was indicated by 
officials that the efforts of the admin- 
istration to secure protéction for Amer- 
ican life and propérty interests in Mex- 
ico are not to be limited to the dis- 
ipatch of the one note, but that it is 
the purpase to. develop this policy of 
strenuous insistence upon the perform- 
ance of international obligations along 
various lines, availing of every oppér- 
tunity to affect the Mexican govern-

a funs properly, and the average player 
- could 


cut a half second off his tinie 
from the plate to first base by a 
change in style of running, according 
to George Hoskins, trainer of the Cin- 
cinnati Reds, who trained track ath- 
letes for years at Bucknell university 
and for the Pittsburg Athletic club. 

A half second in favor of each run- 
ner going to first base would mean 
hundreds of more base hits in a sea- 
fon. A majority of close plays at first 
base are decided by less time than a 
half second, and according to the view 
of the Cincinnati trainer, the mere turn 
of the toes of the average runner is 
enough to beat him out of the advan- 
tage that would make “beating out” 
his comparatively easy. 

Hoskins says only two players in the 
National league run nearly perfect— 
Bob Bescher and Bill Kelley, the Pitts- 
burg catcher. Even Vin Campbell, the 
Boston outfielder, and Hans  Lobert, 
Philly's third baseman, rated among 
the fastest men in the majors, couid 
increase their speed. 

There are two faults that runners 
have that Hoskins calls attention to. 
One is shortening their stride by not 
getting the forward foot down with- 
out @ pull-back. The other is human 
failure to land the feet out straight, 
toes in front, instead of a side spread. 

“Ball players, as a rule, cut their 
Stride,” says Hoskins. “They pull back 
their foot as they are about to put it 
on the ground, instead of shooting it 
forward.” 

The distance from the plate to first 
base is ninety feet, and the average 
Player covers six feet at a stride, 
which means he takes fifteen strides 
Hoskins says the run- 
mer who puts his feet down sideways 
loses two inches at a stride, a total of 
two feet six inches between the plate 
and the base. 

Bob Bescher runs up on his toes, 
keeps his body well forward to carry 
his feet along and uses his hands to 
pull his body, which is the style

KAISER OF GERMANY 
FIGHTING FOR PEACE 


Berlin, December 21.—No longer a 
war lord tn the sense that he desires 
to lead the armed legions of the Ger- 
man fatherland in campaigns of con- 
quest is the Kaiser Wilhelm. He is 
bending all his tremendous energy to- 
ward the building up of friendly rela- 
tions with other powers and his was 
the initiative which brought about the 
ambassadorial conference in London. 

The Kaiser does nothing by halves, 
and his eagerness to conclude his reign 
as a printe of peace is as energetic 
as was his work to transform Ger- 
many into a sea power as well] as a 
formidable foe on land. He believes, 
however, that peace can be best pre- 
served by asufficiently strong show of 
Teuton bayonets and battleships, and 
while he is playing the part of peace- 
maker among the diplomats in Berlin 
there ts not likely to be any reduction 
in the military items of the budget. tn 
fact, increased expenditure is contem- 
Plated to bring the German fleet into 
actual equality with that of England 
in tonnage, men and guns.

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MUCH WORK FACES 


INDUSTRIAL BOARD 


Newly Created Commission on In- 
dustrial Relations. to Grapple 
With Vast Problems. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, December 21.—(Spe- 
Cial.)j—Of vast interest and importance 
to the country is the work cut out for 
the newly created commission on in- 
dustrial relations, the members of 
which congmission have just been nom- 
inated by President Taft. 

The nine men Mr. Taft would have 
constitute the commission will prob- 
ably not be confirmed, and Mr. Wilsen 
will have the privilege of organizing 
this band of inquiry. 

All sorts of commissions have re- 
cently been provided for by congress; 
one to study good roads, another to 
inquire into the reform of currency; 
one to investigate the reform of the 
postal service and the increase of the 
magazine mail rate, and a commission 
on workmen's compensation. 

But among all these, the comm!ssion 
on industria! relations occupies a 
place that brings it as close or closer 
to the working men of the country 
and the men who are managing and 
directing big industries than almost 
any of the others. 

It is directed to inquire into the con- 
ditions of labor in the principal indus- 
tries, and its investigations will touch 
upon the high cost of Hving, the ef- 
fect of the tariff and the principle of 
arbitration of disputes between_ the 
toilers and their eimployers. 

Questions for the Commission. 

‘the growth of associations of em- 
ployers and of wage earners and the 
effect of such organizations upon the 
relations of employer and employes 
will invite its attention. Methods 
which have been given a practical triai 
in the states of the union and of for- 
eign countries for maintaining peace 
and understanding between lavor and 
capital, of avoiding and adjusting such 
disputes, will be looked into. 

“The underlying causes of. dissatis- 
faction in the industrial world” are to 
bé studied with the view to relieving 
those causes or ameliorating them if 
it can be done by friendly advice or 
corrective legislation. 

In reporting this 
the committee said: “Strikessbetween 
labor and capital are like wars be- 
tween nations; they bring sufferings 
and privation to the participants and 
particularly to the wagze-workers and 
those dependent upon them.”

of St. Louis. He was private secre- 
tary to Mr. Van.

Plans are now about complete for 
the big tournament which the Fifth 
regiment will hold at the Armory- 
Auditorium, January 15 and 16, and 
from present prospects this will be the 
most spectacular military event which 
has been seén. fm Atlanta since the fa- 
mous parade at the time of the un- 
veiling of the Peace monument in the 
fall of 1911. The program is elaborate 
to the last degree, and will be partici- 
pated-in by from six to ten other or- 
ganizations besides the Fifth regiment, 
making an aggregate of three or four 
thousand performers in all. The entire 
ground floor, or arena, of the Audito- 
rium: will be used to stage the spec- 
tacle. 

Grand Review Each Night. 

The initial event of each night will 
be a grand review before the governor 
and his staff. In this review wil! par- 
ticipate the entire Fifth regiment, the 
Old Guard, the Georgia Military acad- 
emy cadets, the Marist college cadets, 
the Seventeenth iannftry from Fort Me- 
ne band, a troop of 
cavalry from Fort Oglethorpe, near 
Ringgold, Ga., the Ladies’ Hunt club, 
and other organizations. This will 
make a magnificent parade almost a 
mile in length. Besides the parade in 
the review will be included an exhibi- 
tion drill by the Old Guard and indi- 
vidual programs by companies of the 
Fifth. 

Following the review will come the 
srand tournament in the arena of the 
Auditorium. Each night will have a 
different program, 


Shelter Tent Pitching. 
Among the star events on the pro- 
gram will be ‘a shelter tent pitching

Close Order Drill, 

One of the warmest contests which 
will be staged in the tournament will 
be the close order drill. To hold the 
championship for perfection in_ this 
drill ig the highest ambition of every 
military company. In the tournament 
contest Company D will attempt to 
defend the title which it now holds. 

The old ceremony of guard mount, 
which is dear to the heart of every sol- 
dier, and is withal the most beautiful 
ceremony in all of military maneuvers 
and tactics, will be performed by Com- 
panies G and H, assisted by the Fifth 
regimental band. 

Uncle Sam's boys from the Seven- 
teenth regiment will play no inconsid- 
erable part in the tournament. One 
of their big stunts will be to execute 
the entire Butts manual of arms to the 
accompaniment of music by the Seven- 
teenth regimental band. This drill wilt 
be carried out without commands of 
any sort. They will also give exhibi- 
tions of conical tent pithcing, wall 
scaling and other duties of the soldier. 

The Cavalry Drill. 

Another big feature will be the drills 
of the cavalry troop from Fort Ogle- 
thorpe. These will also be given in 
the arena of the Auditorium, and will 
consist of saber drills; mounted and 
dismounted: the monkey drill, or bare- 
back and trick riding. And there will 
be hurdling, pyramid’ building on 
horseback and numerous other daring 
feats of horsemanship. 

The horsewomen of Atlanta will also 
show their skill. The Ladies’ Hunt 
club, which is being drilled by Lieuten- 
ant Hornsby Evans, of the department 
of the gulf headquarters, will perform 
in the arena. Four-foot hurdles have, 
been ordered to be constructed for this 
daring troop of horsewomen. Hurdles 
of this extreme height are considered 
unusual in that they are more than a 
foot higher than those used by the reg- 
ular army.

“It seems to me,” said Dr. Visanska, 
chairman of the Atlanta Chamber of 
Commerce milk committee, “that the 
traveling salesmen in Georgia ought to 
be particularly interested in the cam- 
paign we are waging to secure a pure 
milk supply all over the state,”

CREDIT BUREAU IS 
DOING GOOD WORK 


The adjustment bureau of the At- 
lanta Association of Credit Men ‘s 
meeting with marked success. It has 
now been in operation for six months 
and in that time has been entrusted 
with thirty-five adjustment cases, rep- 
resenting a large number of creditors. 
In addition to this, the bureau has 
handled about 1,500 collections. 

In one of these cases the debtor 
burned out and offered to settle with 
creditors at 20 cents on the dollar, 
but through the effort of the burean, 
the creditors realized 100 cents on the 
dollar. 

In cyses where the debtor has turned 
over his assets to the bureau to be 
1djusted, creditors have realized froin 
29 cents on the dollar net up to 50 
cents on the dollar, and the bureau 
now has in hand one case which will 
pay the creditors 100 cents on the doi- 
lar and leave something over for the 
debtor. 

There is an esnectally interesting 
ease on hard at this time, in which 
the debtor fiirst offered to tturn over 
his stock and fixtures to creditors }* 
they would receipt him in full and al- 
low him to retain a h-mestcad of $24". 
He was a single man and had already 
reduced the amount of his assets to 
a considerable amount less than 
enough to pay his creditors 100 cents 
on the dollar, so the creditors would 
not accept. The debtor then went into 
bankruptcy and tried to claim a $1,600 
homestead on the ground that his 
mother and sister were dependent on 
him for spport. Through information 
given the bureau by one of the cred- 
itore the trust officr began an inves- 
tigation which developed the fact thot 
this debter had failed three times b-- 
fore he came to Atlanta, the last tire 
being in Alabama, just two years Ue- 
fore he failed in Atlanta. In the fail- 
ure In Alabama the bankrupt’s mother 
filed a claim against his estate, con- 
sisting of four notes of $500 each for 
borrowed money, and in addition to 
this the bankrupt claimed and re- 
ceived his homestead of $3 000. A cer- 
tified copy of this claim and proceed- 
ings bdefore the referee In Alabama 
were orocured by the trust officer 
threuxh an attorney in Montgornery, 
and this was used at the close of the 
nearing before the referee in Atlanta. 
In this hearing the debtor and his 
motner both swore that she had never 
iloaned hr son any money to engage 
in businers tn Alabama.

A Swiss Menu.

ONT ~"1.—Mr. C. Herman Senn, the 
& great manager of everything at 
the food and cookery exhibit, is 
a native of Switzerland, and it was he 
that had charge of the demonstration 
ef the Swiss home cookery, while Mme. 
Kern-Kaufmann of the School of 
Cookery, Zurich, in characte*is..c Swies 
dress, did the cooking with assistants. 
Mr. Senn gave some of the reasons 
why the Swiss are pre-eminently fru- 
gal and why this country has been 
called the clearing house of cookery. 
They have to import everything. Coal 
costs twice as much as in England 
and gas three timeg as much. They 
have to import nearly al) their foods. 


Some of the cantons of Switzerland are . 


German, some are French, some Italian, 
so that the country gets @ touch of all 
the good things In cookery of each of 
these countries.

Four Soup (Mehlsuppe)—Two ounce:

The Flowing Road. Adventuring on 
the Great Rivers of South America. 
By Caspar Whitney. 
ly are all books on South America at

Parole System is Successful. 

(From The Saturday Evening Post.) 

Since 1893 more than eixteen hurdrd 
convicts have been paroled from Cali- 
fornia penitentiaries. Eighty-five pe> 
cent have made good—only 249 out of 
the whole number violating the condi- 
tions of ‘their parole by leaving the 
state, fatling to report, entering sa- 
loons or otherwise. Of the 249, 153 
were returned to prison, but only 22 of 
them had committed new crimes—be- 
ing a fraction more than 1 per cent of 
the tota] number paroled. 

The report from which these figures 
are taken.shows that paroled prisoners 
have earn3d more than one miliion dol- 
lars, and out of their earnings have 
saved more than $200,000. In 
‘a recent typical month, out of 465 
i'men on parole, not one was idle, and 
itheir aggregate earnings for the month 
were just short of $17,000. 

The last annual report of the New 
York prison commission shows that 
“ince 190° nearly four thousand pri :- 
oners have been paroled, of whom 
roughly three-quarters have complied 
with the terms of perole—which re- 
quire, at lowest, that the man shall] 
keep sober, keep at work and mak: 
periodical reports, “These figures,” the 
report adds rather naively, “show that, 
except for parole, our prisons would 
be congested beyond reason.” 

They show also the incredible folly 
of keeping under lock and key a great 
many nen who would bebave therm- 
selves, earn a living and help suppo-t 
those dependent vpon them if they 
were given a chance.

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PELI AGRA IS PROVING A BAFFLIN 
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Washington, December 21.—(Spe- 
clal.)—Pellagra, which t!s prevalent 
throughout the south and caused 1,582 
deaths in Georgia in the five years 
from 1907 to 1911, inclusive, is as baf- 
fling a mystery to the medical profes- 
sion as ever. 

In an effort to get some reliable sta- 
tistics on the occurrence and results of 
this malady, Charles H. Lavinder, sur- 
geon connected with the United States 
public health service, sent out cards to 
dectors throughout the south. 

Just how incomplete the statistics 
he gathered are may be inferred by 
having received 735 replies from 3,022 
sent to Georgia. Out of 18,463 sent to 
eight southern states, he get back 
4,657 anawe.s: Yet these ithcomplete 
statistics are the best obtainable. 

The prevalence of pellagra and the 
extent of the territory where it occurs 
are still unknown. Absence of state 
laws requiring the disease to be re- 
ported is another difficulty met by the 
investigators. 

While his figures are incomplete, Dr. 
Lavinder believes the table he has 
compiled gives a fairly accurate idea 
of the extent and prevalence of pel- 
lafra in elght southern states. The 
table appears below. 

Death Hate High. 

Attention is called to the very high 
death rate, and a reminder is given 
that these do not include cases of 
asylums. Should the deaths from pet- 
lagra in the asylums be added, the 
mortality rate would be much higher 

The number of cases found in the 
country exceed those in the city very 
largely, but in Italy, where the disease 
was first studied scientifically, it did 
not occur at all in cities. Of course, 
a number of cases reported from the 
cities may“have been brought there for 
treatment. Fulton county is credited 
with 862 cases in the five-year period, 
DeKalb 126, Bibb 14, Floyd 145, Jack- 
20n 104, Gwinnett 111 and Cobb 113. 
zDr. Lavinder estimates in his report 
that there are today 30,000 cases of 
pellagra in the country. Only nine 
states have not reported its existence. 
They are New Hampshire, in the east, 
and the following middle western 
states: Idaho, Minnesota, Montana, 
North and South Dakota, Utah, Wyom- 
ing and Nevada,

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QUICK WAY TO STATESMANSHIP 
IS OFFERED BY MILITARY ROUTE

Washington, December 21.—(Sre- 
cial.)\—The surest way to reach the 
white house is to be born-in Virginia 
and be a member of the Presbyterian 
or Episcopal church, but the quickest 
way to statesmanship is to be a dis- 
tinguished soldier. 

In the past fifty years veterans of 
the civil war have had the first call on 
many of the best places in state and 
federal governments. In a candidate 
for congress a war record was invalu- 
able. Of the old “vets” now In con- 
gress there are. more who fought 
against the federal government than 
there are who fought for it. 

Of late years there has been little 
opportunity for patriotic Americans to 
indulge a passion for glory even at the 
cannon’s mouth. The country has been 
peaceable and the opportunities of 
those who nourish a warlike spirit 
have been limited. 

The Spanish-American war gave 
Hobson to congress, but Colonel Roose- 
velt and Colonel Bryan were known to 
statesmanship before they donned the 
uniform of a volunteer. 

There are still a number of men in 
congress who fought in the civil wpr, 
but the time was, and not long ago, 
either, when a majority of the mem- 
bers on both sides. of the chamber 
boasted civil war records. The only 
reason that so large a number of men 
from civil life are now in congress is 
that there are not enough active “vet- 
erans” to fill all the jobs. 

Service upon the field of battle and 
the accumulation of an ounce or two 
of lead—the judicial accumulation—is 
held to qualify any average American 
for the cares and responsibilities of 
statecraft. It is a beautiful and satis- 
fying sentiment. 

In the senate of the United States 
there are only eight men today who 
Saw service in the civil war. Twenty 
years ago in the senate a senator who 
was not at least a colonel had a slim 
chance for attractive committee ap- 
pointments. The union side of the 
struggie is represented in the senate by 
Senators Du Pont of Delaware, Knute 
Nelson of Minnesota, and Senator War- 
ren of Wyoming. The senators who 
fought for the confederacy are Senator 
Bacon of Georgia, now acting ag presi- 
dent pro tem. of the senate,« Senator 
Thornton of Louisiana, Senator Martin 
of -Virginia, and Senators Bankhead 
and Jonnston of Alabama. Senator 
Bacon, of Georgia, served throughout 
the war, acting as adjutant of the 
Ninth Georgia regiment, and later as 
captain. Senators Bankhead and Joha.- 
ston both fought in the confederate 
army during the entire war. Senator 
Bankhead was wounded three times 
and Senator Johnston, who rose from 
private to captain during the struggle, 
sustained four wounds. Senator Thorn- 
ton left the Louisiana university to go 
to war, and was in the army all ol oan 
the struggle. Senator Martin was a 
Cadet at the Virginia Military academy 
and went to batle with the rest of the 
brigade of cadets. 

tepresentative Taylor, of Alabama. 
entered the confederate army when 15 
years old, and served as a courier al! 
during the war, while Representative 
Richardson was seriously wounded at 
the battle of Chickamauga and was 
paroled in April, 1865. Mr. Rucker and 
Mr. Estopinal, of Loultsiana, also saw 
service through the war. Mr. Stedman. 
of North Carolina, rose from private to 
major in the Forty-fourth North Caro- 
lina regiment, and was wounded three 
times. He enjoys the distinction of 
being one of the twelve confederates 
who were engaged inthe first battle at 
Bethel, and surréndered with Genera} 
Lee at Appomattox. Representative 
Lamb, of Virginia, was also wounded 
several times. 

Among the senators and representa- 
tives who fought for the union there 
are three who received medals from 
congress for conspicuous bravery in 
battle. They are Senator Du Pont and 
Representative Bradley, of New Jersey, 
and Senator Warren, of Wyoming. Rep- 
resentative Sherwood, of Ohio, was 
specially recognized by President Lin- 
coln for his distinguished service. 

Spanish War Vets. 

The members of the house who bore 
arms in the Spanish-American war or 
in the Philippines later are Represent- 
atives Hobson of Alabama, Oldfield of 
Arkansas, Stephens of California, Til- 
son of Connecticut, Howard of Georgia, 
Stone of Illinois, Butler Ames of Massa- 
chusetts, Humphries of Mississippi 
Curry of New Mexico, Harrison of New 
York, Weeks of Massachusetts, Crago 
of Pennsylvania, Sells of Tennessee, and 
Greene of Vermont. Practically every 
section of the country is represented tz 
this list. 

Many of these gentlemen won fame 
for themselves during this brief but 
exciting struggle with Spain, Captain 
Hobson being the most notable figyre of 
them all. 

Representative Curry, of New Mexico, 


| 
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formerly governor of the territory of 
New Mexico, is the only member of 
the house who served in Colonel Roose- 
velt’s Rough Riders. He was a lieu- 
tenant In that celebrated organization, 
and later was a lieutenant in the Elev- 
ents volunteer cavalry as a scout. He 
was in command of the scouts in the 
battle in which General Lawton was 
killed, and saw distinguished service 
in the Philippines. Later he became 
chief of police of Manila and governor 
of several provinces and islands. 

One notable instance of a member of 
congress who served in the Spanish- 
American war wags that of Representa- 
tive Humphries, of Mississippi, who is 
the son of the confederate war govern- 
or of Mississippi. He served in the 
Second Mississippi infantry throughout 
the Spanish war under General Fitz- 
hugh Lee, who had himself been a ma- 
jor general of the confederate army. 

Representative Sherwood, of Ohio, a 
union veteran and a democrat, is the 
author of the famous Sherwood pension 
bill passed by the last congress which 
added millions to the already magnifi- 


j cent annual sum paid to the old sol- 


diers and their families who fought to 
uphold the union.

A CHRISTMAS WITHOUT CARNAGE. 

With a singular unanimity the press of the southern states has 
recently joined in the hope that the south would observe the ap- 
proaching Christmas free of the more blatant and violent features 
that have sometimes marked the celebration in this section. The 
Charleston News and Courier, for instance, declares that the con- 
ditions which formerly led the section to transfer its ebullience from 
the Fourth of July tc Christmas have now passed. With the south 
genuinely renationalized, our contemporary sees no reason why its 
people should not mark the birth of the Savior with the same 
decorum noticeable in other parts of the country. 


The reasoning is pertinent. After the civil war and up to a 
decade or so ago, there might have been some palliation. for young 
America—middle-aged and old America, for that matter—breaking 
away from the noise and the relaxation proverbially associated with 
Independence Day and seeking some other occasion upon which to 
spend its up-pent energy. Asa matter of fact, Christmas day should 
never have been selected as the substitute. The event is the holiest 
in the entire Christian calendar. The traditions associated with it 
cannot be matched for sacredness and solemnity in all history. If, 
upon, any occasion, quiet and meditation and law and order should 
prevail, it is the anniversary of the birth of Him who came as the 
Prince of Peace. 

Reading of the newspapers of the 26th of December demon- 
strates infallibly how far we have gone from this interpretation of 
the day. We have transmuted the celebration from a sacred to a 
profane one; under the so-called “Christmas cheer” liberty becomes 
license; each recurring season brings its red harvest of outlawry, 
its anachronistic upcropping of debauchery, noise and other ele- 
nents suggesting paganism rather than Christianity. 

It is true that the south is not the sole offender in this perver- 
sion of Christmas. The trail of crime and violence shows in other 
portions of the country from one season to the next and 1s reflected 
in the merciless accuracy of.the news columns. But it is in the south 
that the spectacle is staged on a more vivid and less tolerable scale, 
and there is no reason why it should continue, 

We do not mean to say that the festival should be one of long 
and dour faces, of continuous prayer and supplication and of all 
pervading pessimism. On the contrary Christmas should be the 
most care-free and hopeful day of the year, It symbolizes the great 
dividing line between life and death; the conquest of virtue over 
sin; the vouchsafing by Deity of assurance of immortality to the 
races that had so long groped their way in fear and superstition. 
Surely, if joy and charity and consideration of one’s fellow man and 
a yielding to the universal elbow-touch should be ever the reigning 
factors, it is upon an occasion of this vast spiritual significance. 


But these emotions are not expressed by—saturnalia. And inci- 
dents recalling that state have not been missing in our previous 
observances of the day. The churches, various civic organizations, 
every man and woman with a reverence for the character of Christ, 
whether or not they march under His banner, can be effectual in 
reviving in the south universal recognition of Christmas in its true 
significance. 

With prosperity and peace and progress waiting upon the south 
i a degree unprecedented in its history, the present year offers an 
excellent opportunity for propaganda of this nature. And, once 
started, the God-fearing people of the section may be relied upon 
to see that appropriate observance of the day remains a permanent 
institution.

There is no gainsaying the increasing mental and physical de- 
mands of civilization. And, preach as we will about self-control 
and will-power, the tendency of such environment is to drive men) 
of unstable nervous system to some form of relaxation such as thar 
And it is just here that we have 
two factors noticeably fighting both in behalf of temperance ana 
of the abnormal conditions that produce intemperance. The first 
is economic. It is becoming almost the universal rule in every 
vocation that the man who drinks excessively is an undesirable 
worker. The. pay-envelope is therefore made a powerful adjunct in 
supporting self-restraint and leading the tired laborer to seek some 
diversion less hazardous than that of guzzling. The other factor is an 
awakening of society to the dangers of the pace at which it is go- 
ing, the need of ‘shorter hours, the imperativeness of recreation, 
better sanitary and hygienic conditions. The number of men who

die at middle age, and many of whom are even total abstainers, is] 


driving home this warning. ‘ 

With these influences becoming each day prevalent, we may 
with reason expect to see the next decade witness a dimunition of 
the consumption of alcohol that will please and surprise the most 
enthusiastic advocate of fiat prohibition.

RECOGNIZING THE CHINESE REPUBLIC. 


Secretary of State Knox has written a letter to the chamber of 
commerce of Portland, Oregon, in which he states that the United 
States will formally recognize the Chinese republic following the 
gcneral elections in that country next month. He intimates that our 
own government has been wai'ing a final demonstration of the sta- 
bility of the new regime in China before committing itself to those 
unrestricted international relations that follow the establishment 
everywhere of new governments. 


Whatever the unbiased observer may think regarding the per- 
manence of popular rule in China, it is self-evident that recognition 
ot the republic could not much longer be deferred. The political and 
industrial relations of the two nations are such that we could not, 
logically, expect to indefinitely treat with China upon the nebulous 
basis that has obtained since the overthrow of the Manchu dynasty. 

It is not even convincing that the results in the January elec- 
tions will settle for all time the domestic status of these 400,000,000- 
odd people. Suffrage is a new thing to the Chinaman. Self-govern- 
ment is even more novel. It is easily conceivable that the party 
ir power could muster enough votes to hold command, and yet not 
reflect the sentiment of the country. 


As education, the railroad and other civilizing processes make 
their influence felt in the empire, new and grave problems will be 
developed. The native viewpoint of the metaphorical tomorrow 
may be radically different from that of today. Leaders and opinions 
now accepted without questioning, may shortly be wholly rejected. 
The Chinese are not like our own people, inheriting a knack for 
government and a realization of the need of form and prescribed 
order. They must feel their way in the dark, to a greater extent, 
perhaps, than any world-power that has yet emerged from an 
oligarchical or monarchical style of government. 

We may, therefore, be prepared for turbulence and constant re- 
adjustment, but that is no argument against recognition. Had al! 
the European nations indefinitely withheld recognition of our own 
little experiment in self-government, what figure would the America

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A CITY PURCHASING AGENT. — 
Sound business sense speaks in the decision of the finance com- 
mittee of council te recommend the creation of the position of 
municipal purchasing agent. Such an official would purchase all 
the supplies used by the various departments. It is conservatively 
estimated that he could save the municipality a sum in the neigh- 
borhood of $50,000 a year. We believe those figures are too modest 
and that an alert and expert purchasing agent could effect economies 
even more marked. It should be understood :at thé outset, however, 
that whoever is designated for the position, should define the word 
“economy” in the constructive serise, and not give it the shoddy and 
ruinous interpretation with which so many other municipal officials 
appear even now to be in love, 

It will be remembered that one of the recommendations of 
Herbert R. Sands, municipal expert, looked to the establishment of 
such a department. The almost unanimous indorsement of his 
recommendation curiously draws attention to a characteristic defect 
ir the municipal viewpoint. The wisdom of employing a purchasing 
agent would, it seems, have appealed many years ago to one of the 
legion of able business men who have at various periods been identi- 
fied with the city government. Such an office is an indispensable 
part of the equipment not only of the average up-to-date city, but 
équally of the average business establishment. Great corporations 
would no more think of doing their buying upon the haphazard plan 
observed by this city than of trying to transmute moonbeams into 
dividends. 

Failure to provide for such a department 1s simply of a part 
with slacknese*in other directions, the slackness that permits a 
metropolis to be governed or rather misgoverned by the same 
methods which obtained when it was in the small-town phase. Citi- 
zens have been_too preoccupied with their own private business to 
realize that their pockets were touched by inefficient administration 
of the public business. Battalions of the officials they have elected 
to office have been too engrossed in playing petty personal politics 
and perpetuating themselves in power to compel community atten- 
tion to the omission. 

The fact that we are in all probability to have a municipal pur- 
chasing agent is refreshing indication that the people are waking 


piecemeal.

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A TRAIL-BLAZING PARCELS POST. 


The enlarged domestic parcels. post, effective January 1 and 
full details of which have several times been published in The Con- 
stitution, is to be viewed in the light of a beginning of a long- 
demanded extension of our postal facilities rather than a final con- 
summation. Americans are not apt to long tolerate the clumsy and 
involved system which has been given them as a compromise, and 
sooner or later congress will yield to national pressure and place this 
country upon an equality with foreign nations in the matter of use 
of the mails for the transportation of merchandise. 

Under the law, which becomes operative the first of the year, 
the country is dividell into eight zones. Packages of a maximum 
weight of eleven pounds are transported for differing rates within 
these postal divisions, the price varying according to distance. 
Special stamps are required for use in connection with the parcels 
post. The employment of ordinary stamps means the package will 
not leave its original mailing place. : 

These complicated conditions are of themselves sufficient to 
militate against a widespread use of the new postal feature. When 
the average individual has to stand on his head, metaphorically 
speaking, to figure out the postage upon a given package for a 
specified distance, he is likely to conclude that he has missed his 
vocation and look with designing eyes upon the job of the man who 
juggles freight rates or tariff schedules. 

A single citation is enough to indicate the unjust and discrim- 
inatory nature of the domestic parcels post now kindly vouchsafed 
the United States as against the foreign parcels post maintained by 
this government under treaty agreement with nearly all the civilized 
nations, As regards Atlanta, for example, zone number eight, reach- 
ing to San Francisco, is the one taking greatest toll of the pocket 
book. To send an eleven-pound package from this city to the 
Pacific coast, a distance of approximately 2,000 miles, one must pay 
twelve cents for the first pound and twelve cents for each additional] 
pound. That is a total of $1.32. 

But if you want to mail the same package from Atlanta to 
Honk Kong, under international treaty agreement, you pay pre- 
cisely the same rate, $1.32, although Hong Kong is several thousand 
miles across the Pacific from San Francisco. The disparity applies 
to mail shipments between America and an overwhelming majority 
of great world centers. So unfair and illogical a system cannot hope 
to make a long stand against public disapproval. That is why, while 
any sort of domestic parcels post is better than none, the one soon 
tc be inaugurated is chiefly significant as a trail-blazer. 
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POPULARIZING HOME-MADE GOODS. 


Commending a recent editorial in which The Constitution 
argued that patronizing home industries would aid the south in 
preparing for the Panama canal, S. Valdes, a manufacturer of this 
city, declared that few Atlantans realized the wide range covered 
by home-made goods. He suggested that if a pamphlet descriptive 
of goods manufactured in this territory were widely circulated 
among consumers, the effect would be salutary. 


In a general sense, his premise is a correct one. It is true that 
the Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ association and the chamber of 
commerce have conducted and are now conducting aggressive cam- 
paigns in behalf of domestic industries. Results have followed, as 
is evidenced by the steady increase of factories locally and an in- 
creased demand for their products, It is equally true, as Mr. Valdes 
states, that many Atlantans and Georgians are not cognizant of the 
number and variety of articles they can buy from -home manufac- 
turers, while many others are not lacking in knowledge but still do 
homage to the fetich of the foreign label. 

In the last analysis, the process of developing home markets 
resolves itself simply into a matter of education. If a “prophet is 
not without honor save in his own country” many home-made arti- 
cles are not without buyers save in the territory in which they are 
manufactured for much the same reason—the glitter of the thing 
from abroad. This tendency may be combated by the pamphlet 
method, as suggested by Mr. Valdes, and also by every other form 
uf recognized publicity. 

The permanent manufacturers’ exposition, as tried with success 
in Chattanooga, Nashville and other cities, and as contemplated in

Review of Canal Controversy. 

In reviewing the diplomatic history 
of this canal controversy, John B. Hen- 
derson, Jr., makes an tnteresting state- 
ment showing the situation that con- 
fronted Mr. Hay and Lord Pauncefote 
in framing the treaty which bears their 
names. 

Mr. Henderson says: 

“Prior to 1850, the year of the Clay- 
ton-Bulwer treaty, there never was 
any immediate prospect of the United 


States or, indeed, of anw other nation

“The chief cause of our Iively ap- 
prehensions on this score lay in the 
fact that England owned 
considerable territory in Central Amer- 
ica, and, moreover, showed a verv de- 
eided tendeney to acquire still more. 
At that time the Nicaragua route was 
generally regarded as the most feasi- 
ble one and the fact that England had 
a protectorate over ‘Mosquitia’—now 
a province or state of Nicaragua-—

CONCRETE TRACKS 
FOR AUTOMOBILES 


Dahlonega Citizens Plan Novel 
Means for Transportation 
to Gainesville. 


Dahlonega, Ga., December 21.—(Spe- 
cial.)—There is a movement on foot by 
the citizens of Dahlonega to build a 
concrete auto track to Gainesville, a 
distance of 25 miles. It is so well es-. 
tablished that the citizens, in maps 
meeting, have organized an initial com- 
pany and elected temporary 
who have carried on the preliminary 
work steadily and effectually. A char- 
ter has been applied for, and the sur- 
veys made for a distance of 10 miles. 
The deeds are being secured for the 
right of way for this distance, an op- 
tion being secured on a graded right of 
way from New Bridge to Gainesville. 

The proposed plan is to build a ce- 
ment road. There are to be two paral- 
lel surfaces built of good, strong con- 
crete. These surfaces will be placed wide 
enough apart toaccommodate a stand- 
ard-tread automobile, and each surface 
or track will be provided with a flange 
8 inches in height on the outer side 
to prevent accident in case of skid- 
ding and also to lessen the cost of con- 
struction, as there wil] be nearly 4 feet 
in the center that will not require the 
concrete. On this road two auto trucks 
of sufficient capacity to handle the 
freight, and a passenger car of about 
thirty passenger cacpacity, wfll be op- 
erated. It has been found by a com- 
mittee composed of business men that 
there is at present a Known revenue 
from Dahlonega alone of about $15,000 
per year, and a conservative estimate 
shows that this will double through 
business along the route.
